EXPLAINKD.

The Myatery of a Veritabio Snake In
A Horse's Eye.

New York Sun,

Many passengers on the Jersoy City
ferry-boats yesterday looked for *‘the
horse with the snake in hiseye." He
was tound hitched to n Lox wagon in

noy City, yesterday, and the so-called
seake in his eye did not asem to in.
convenience him at all,

That the thing was thero, there
could be no possible doubt. It looked
like & bit of white string, about three
inches long, in never ceasing move-
ment, twisting, doubling, contorting,
and sqnirming, The left cye gleamed
with intelligenco and malevolent fire,
but the right one, where the parasite
was, had only s pale opaleacent gleam
In it, Captain Milton MeCafferty,
foreman of Messre, Dodge & Bliss'
atablea, said:

Y1 first saw tho snake about three
months ago, when the driver called
my attenion to it. It woes then only
about an inch long, and was black.
Now, as you gge, it has becoma three
inches long, and white. It dvues not
at all distress the horsa."”

Mr, W. H. Arrowamith was found
at the American Veterinary College.
Ho said:

“The discase iz one seldom seen
here. It is called in the books filariu
oculi, and is very prevalent in warm
climates—in India, Australis and in
Arabia. Itis supposed to be due to
germs taken into the body when the
animal is feeding upon grass in low,
marshy ground. * The germ or egga of
the parasite are developed into the
adtive life of & worm, and that worm
penetrates into different parts of the
bedy, sometimes to the eye, mome-
timea to the brain, sometimes interior
organs. But it has been so seldom
seen eithor in Earope or here that
comparatively little is known of ita
progress, developments or results,
There have been, I believe, but four
or five cases reported in both Europe
and this country. When developed, as
it is in the eye of the horse of Dodge
& Bliss, it is a parasite white worm,
varying from one to three inches in
length and about ans thick as an or-
divary pln. While in the squeous
humors of the eye it is in countinual
motion. When I examined it this
morning by meavs of the ophthalmo-
cope 1 found it in the anterior or
aqueous chamber of the eye, It was
very active, The cornes of the eye
was somewhat opaque, and the iris
somewhat distended, By careful ob-
servation we could discern a granular
surface upon the anterior face of the
crystalline lens. The horse otherwise
was in perfect health. He works and
does not show any apparent inconve-
nience, with the excoption of a cer-
tain nervousness during examination
of the eye. 'The activity of the para-
sito is such at present that it is impoa
sible to see whether it hes o head or
tail, or what its internal constroction
may be. But, from mioroscopic ob-
servition, we will probably be able to
digcover head, tail and alimentary
canal, According to Parolval’s Hippo-
pathology sud Williams' Veterinary
Burgeon, even the sex of these para
sites in olearly discerniblo under the
misroscope. I do not beliove that this
parasile in ever found in homan be-

inge, but ouly in grass cating animals

that have grazed in low, marshy
ground; and that it is in tho eye is
only & matier of neoident in the courge
of its penetration of thie body of the
horse,"

Capt. MeCaflerty rays that the horee
waa pastured upon the sort of ground
spoken of by Mr, Arvowsmith, about
& year and s half ago.
